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T ribunal Denies Rehear- 
ing of April Ruling 


The Louisiana Supreme Court 
Tuesday denied a rehearing of 
its April decision clearing Aar- 
on M. Kohn, managing director 
of the Metropolitan Crime Com- 
mission, of a contempt of court 
judgment and parish prison 
sentence. 

Kohn was sentenced to jail 
by Criminal District Court 
Judge Matthew S. Braniff after 
refusing to' disclose to a grand 
jury the name of a confiden- 
tial informer who gave him in- 
formation concerning local 
gambling operations. 

I The sentence was to end 
| whenever Kohn decided to 
answer the question, but after 
spending the night of Dec. 14, 
1967, in jail, Kohn was released 
by a stay of sentence by the 
Supreme Court. 

The Orleans District Attor- 
ney’s office sought the rehear- 
ing, contending the proceeding 
in which Kohn was cleared 
was moot because the grand 
jury seeking the information 
was out of office. 

The majority of the court then 
rejected the allegation that the 
case was moot, holding that in- 
sofar as the record shows, Kohn 
could have ended his sentence 

- by furnishing the information 

- to a succeeding grand jury.
